Germany and Russia have

There have been 
steady outpourings of prop- 
aganda from both sides in 
the Spanish civil war. 


All this activity is fraught 


with dangerous possibilities.

are 
always many 


people who are swayed by 
anything they hear stated 
often and forcefully. On the 
other hand, too much prop- 
aganda may gradually work 
its own downfall. Listeners 
bombarded with contradic- 
tory statements from half 
a dozen lands may grow 
immune to all of them, or 
bored enough to tune them 
out.

list have dropped since the peak 
levels were reached two or three 
months ago, latest figures from a 
butcher shop indicated today. 


Furthermore, 
some 
wholesale, 


pork prices have declined as much 
as 30 to 48 per cent while beef 
cuts have declined 13 to 30 per 
cent from the year's highs. 


The Institute of American Meat 


Packers stated declines in fresh 
pork have been most noticeable 
during the last few dnys. In two 
weeks wholesale prices of 
fresh 


pork loins have dropped 10 to 23 
per cent and now arc from 14 to 
31 per cent lower than at the, 
beginning of October. 
Compared 


with mid-September peaks whole- 
sale pork loins are 30 to 4g per 
cent lower. 


Wholesale prices of better grade 


of beef declined 9 ot 13 per cent 
in the past two weeks and aver- 
age prices of almost all grades 
of beef were down -as much as 27 
per cent below those at the be- 
ginning 
of 
October. 
Wholesale 


prices of all grades and weights 
of dressed lamb are about 10 per 
cent below prices prevailing two 
weeka ago.

Addressing a group of Kansas 
wheat producers, he proposed a 
six-point farm program. In Wash- 
ington the senate was beginning

The present campaign for farm 


relief is a 'renewal of the old 
battle of "equality for

ture," Wallace said.

These principles were described 


by farm leaders as similar to the 
first agricultural adjustment act, 
with extensions and modifications.
